HOPE TO DRIVE OUT TURKS

Sherif of Holy City Opens War on Ottomans Jedda,
Important Seaport, Is in the Hands of the

Insurgents.

LoNtioN, June. 22. A nerlous rebellion

against the Turks has started In Arabia
according to despatches received here
from Hgypt. The Grand Bherlf of
Mecca. Chief Magistrate of the Holy
City, has declared his Independence of
the Turks and his supporters, tribesmen
of western and central Arabia, have
captured Mecca.

According to a neuter despatch from
Cairo, the rebels have also captured
Jedda, the principal seaport of Arabia,
and tho city of Talf, alxty-flv- e miles
southeast of Mecca. The Grand Sherif
began military operations against the
Turks on June 9. Two small forta near
Talf have not surrendered and are re-
sisting attacks. It Is stated that the
Arab tribesmen under tho Grand Sherif
captured forty-liv- e Turkish officers, I,-4-

men and six guns at Jedda.

Medina la Itesleaed.
The city of Medina. 210 miles north

of Mecca, famous as tho city containing
the tomb of Mahomet, has been be-
sieged by tho rebellious tribesmen. He-fo-

tho Insurrection nt Mecca, Kerbela.
a sacred city containing tho tomb of
Hussein, grandson of Mahomet, about
llfty miles southwest of llagdad, was
attacked by Arab tribesmen and all
Turks were driven nway from the city.

In London It Is believed that the re-

bellion Is the result of the Tan-Ara- b

movement, which has been gaining
ground since 1913. This movement
alms nt the abolition of Turkish mlo In
Arabia nnd tho formation of a great
confederacy of Arabian tribe. The
Arabs hope to drlvo tho Turks entirely
out of Arabia. At present the Turks
exerclso authority over about 1,000,000
Inhabitants. Tho Itrltlsh exert an Influ-

ence over the people along tho southern
coast.

It Is probable that the Grand Sherif,
who undoubtedly Is aided by h! sons,
known to be able and Intelligent men,
selected the present moment for revolt
on account of the success of the Russian
Invasion of Armenia and Mesopotamia.
The Turks have been obliged to with-
draw troons from Arabia to meet the
Russian advance.

Considerable doubt Is expressed by
Kngllshmen acquainted with the situa- -
tlon In Arabia as to the ability of the
various Arab tribes to combine In re-

sisting the Turkish forces which will be
sent aRalnst them. While all nre hostile
to the Ottoman rule, there aro cen-

tury old feuds among the Arab trlbjs.
The result of the uprlwlng will depend al-

most entirely on the ability of the Grand

About 2 o'clock In the morning an

attack with hand grenades against
our positions north of Hill 321 failed
under our fire,

Tim night passed quietly on the re-

mainder of the front, except in the
Champagne, where the artillery fight-
ing was very spirited along the front
from Malsons-de-Champag- to Mont
Tetu.

A French air squadron xvent out In
pursuit of a group of enemy aero-
planes which hod come forward with
the Intention of bombarding the vil-

lages of the valley of the Meuse.
During this pursuit one of the French
pilots brought down 'two German ma-
chines, one of which fell in flames at
a point to tho northeast of St. Mlhlel,
while the other crashed to tho ground
not far fiom the fort at Oenlcourt.

Commenting on tho situation In Arabia
the Daily OriipMo says:

"Tho revolt Is a smashing blow at
Turkey nnd the capturo of Mecca la an
event which will shake Turkish prestige
to Its foundations."

Thc'ojt say that the uprising Is due
to tho recent massacres of Mohammedan
and Hyrlan notables, nnd religious teach-
ers, and also to the spread of the feel-
ing In Arabia that the Turka "have ab
dicated their position as the protector of
the Mohammedans and have become the
vassals of Germany."

MECCA HOLY CITY.
lllrthplare of Mshomrt Visited

Thousnnila nf IMIsirlnia.
Mecca, the birthplace of Mahomet, was

n holy city long before the birth of the
prophet. Then ns now nltgrlms went
to worship nt the Kaaba or Sacred Houso
nnd kiss the sacred black stone In Its
walls. Tho city, which Is about forty-liv- e

miles from Jedda, on tho Red Sea,
has a population of from 40,000 to
60,000. and tho principal revenue of the
Inhabitants Is derived from tho thousands
of pilgrims who go annually to the city.

Mecca Is tho capital of the Turkish
proxlnco of Hejaz, and a Turkish

officially rules the city.
The Grand Khcrlf, hewever, member of
a family which claims descent from the
propbet, Is the actual ruler. He la
venerated and obeyed by both the In-

habitants and pilgrim".
Mecca lies In the heart of a number of

steep hills and has a poor supply of
The streets are wider nnd the

houses of greater height than In the
ordinary eastern city.

GREEK KING GRANTS

ALLIES' DEMANDS

Agrees to Demobilize Army
and Suppress German

Propflgnndn.

ZAIMIS NEW PREMIER

fpedal Cable Deipateh to Tns Sci.
London, June 22. Delayed despatches

fiom Athens state thnt King Constantino
yielded unconditionally yesterday to the
demands presented In a Joint note by
Great Britain, France and Russia.

M. Zalmls, the new Premier, commu-
nicated the decMon of the King to the
French Legation.

The demands of the Allies, which were
presented at noon yesterday, were as
follows:

Complete general demobilization of the
Greek army.

Removal of the Chief of Police of
Athens.

Popular sentiment not to
be suppressed by the authorities.

Deportation of agents who are
spreading German propaganda.

In the new Cabinet F. O. Oondourl
otls will remain as Minister of Marine.
None of tho other Ministers of tho old
Cabinet Is Included In the new Govern
ment.

Newspapers which have supported the
Sk'ouloudls Ministry Indignantly denounce
Hie Interference of tho Allies In Greek
affairs, but the popul.tvo of Athens "Is
tnklng calmly the decree ordering de
mobilization. The dissolution or tno
Greek urniy Is expected Immediately.
Klectlons will take tilnco within forty
days, by which time the soldiers will
havo returned to their homes.

Cabinet llnd Resinned.
Some difficulty was experienced by the

Allies In presenting the demands to the
Greek Government, ns Premier SKouloti-ell- s

had nnnounced tho resignation of his
Cabinet nnd refused to nccpt the note.

Tho decision of the King was a sur
prise ex'en In governmental circles In
Athens. Heforn the action of tho King
was. known Agamemnon Schlelmann,
a. r of the Chamber of Deputies
nnd former Greek Minister at Washing-
ton, asked a ejuestloner how Oreoco could
renounce her nt the request
of the Allies.

Owing to the heat King Constantino
was out of town and practically nil the
Government olllces were closed. Tho
King hastily returned to the city when
he learne-- that the allied demands had
been presented, An oreler was Issued
calling all the troops In the city to arm.
Only when the evening papers cime out
elld the people of Athens know of tb
presentation of the Allies' elemands, but
they displayed no excitement.

We are
now as never before a united people.

Up to May 1 Now Zealand had raised

"We aiH planning for the future. Wo
shall never again do n dollar's worth of
trade with the Teutonic peoples if wo
can nvold It. Tho Imllef Is now that wo
shall clap a SO per cent, tariff on Ger-
man goods. If Germany Insists on trad-
ing with us she will have to pay back
In trade exactions tho money she
cost us In war. Hut we don't want her
trade.

"I regret to say the Fulled States has
lost much of Its prestige In the mlna.s
of New Ze.ilamlers. This has been due
to what wo lielleve to be the supine atti-
tude of your Government at the outbreak
of the war. We believe that If your
President had notified Germany the
Fnlti'd States would not tolerate the
violation of llelgltitn thnt Germany would
not have dared go to war.

Also they got a tip
that there might be explosives In one of
the many hags of sugar, so they asked
the sus.ir folk If they were sure that all
the bags contained sugar only.

The natural iinswer of the sugar folk
was that they did not ship anything ex
cept sugar. That was not enough to
satisfy the Anchor Line agents, who ha
some cannlness, so they notified the
sugar folk that the sugar bags would not
bo put aboard the. It. ilia, due nt this
port in a day or so, until every bag had
been examined, even down to the spoon
ful, for elynamlle and things.

RUSSIANS CAPTURE TOWN
30 MILES FROM CZERNOWITZ

Continual from h'irtt Vagc,

tlllcry preparation, the Germans took
tho offcnslvo on tho front of tho of
Dwlnsk position along tho Ponlewseih
railway. They were everywhere

In tho region In front of Dubntowka,
twelve versts south of Lake Vlshnleff,
the Germans, after Intense artillery
preparation, Inunched an offensive and
seized n portion of our trenches. We
hastened reenforcements to the scono
and drove tho enemy bock to his own
trenches.

South of Krevo the Germans crossed
tho River Krevllanka. Our fire pre-

vented their further advance and drove
them back to the west bank of the
river.

In the region of Gruzlalyn the enemy
attacked In mass formation, but was
put to flight, leaving on the ground
numbers of killed and wounded.

In the region west of Sokul, on the
Btyr, wo repulsed, by a counter attack,
a German offenslx'e nnd captured nbout
six hundred prisoners and some ma-

chine guns. In tho same region the
enemy'H heavy artillery launched gusts
of lire from tho region of Mylsk.

In tho region of Radmlesto, on the
Stoktiod west of Svldnlk nnd east of
Vorontchln, extremely violent fighting
continues. We made no prisoners. This
Is explained by the exnsperatlon of
our troops, who refused quarter to the
Oermnns, who had been employing

bullets. In these nttacks a
brave detachment of territorial re-

serves from Varoslav participated.
Their commander was wounded, but
refused to quit the ranks.

On the Strypn, west of Oalvoronka,
our troops captured portions of the
enemy's trenches.

We nro continuing our pursuit of
tho enemy on the extreme left wing
(In the Uukowlnn).
